As to the second part 
of the question, the Chairman said that, 
by ‘a curious concidence, he had intended 
to circulate the Board on this very mat- 
ter within the next few days, The situa- 
tion at present was as follows: There 
was a market by-law which said that no 
meat vould be sold for market except

frozen ‘meat, which was, however, ‘not of 
very great importance. Most of the 
frozen meat went tothe Dairy Farm, No 
imported meat could go into the market, 
Then there’ was scction 6% of the Ordi- 


‘)nanee, which prohibited the sale or the 


‘exposure for salé of any unwholesome 
meat. Of course one had to find this un- 
wholesome meat. He raised the question 
a month or two ago because it seemed 
to him that that“ was not quite sufficient 
for. the Board... He suggested the Board 
should make some by-laws under Section 
16, sub-section 32, by which the Veterin- 
ary Surgeon would-have power to impose 
certain conditions on imported meat. 


‘}'Dhis was decided by the legal experts to 


be.ulira vires to the section, , He. then 
suggested it would be a good’ thing for 
an additional sub-section to ‘be put’ into 
section 18, saying that the Board had 
power, among ita many other powers, to 


| impose conditions under which food might 


he imported into’the Colony,* That was 
.a very much broader matter, but he did 
not think the Board would consider it 
was too wide. He thought the Board 
should have such power. The Chairman 
quoted two reasons for making the recom- 
mendation.. One was. presuming a Dairy 
Farm was ‘instituted just over the. Chi- 
nese border at. Shum Chun, they would 
at present have no control over the milk 
of the Dairy Farm, unless they, happened 
to find a bad bottle. That did not seem 
to him to be sufficient. The same applied 
to slaughter houses in Canton regarding 
meat sent down by the night: boats, o 
procedure not unknown. -Under tho Jaw' 
as it’ stood, they had‘ no such «power. 
There had been considerable correspon- 
dence on the subject. It was usual to 
explore the preliminaries before suggest- 
ing an innovation of this sort, in order to 
he quite certain that’ the thing was prac- 
tical, or that there were no Jegn) diff- 
culties in the way so that’ when he put 
his proposals before the Board they would.

_ GROWTH OF SANITARY DEPARTMENT. 

This Board ‘by its constitution was cin- 
powered to deal with mensures. of 
scavenging and with meaaures for plague 
prevention ; these powers are only a small 
‘part of ‘what ‘is required of the Board 
owing to the enormous growth of the 
Colony, and thus gradually it assumed 
further: powers in its methods of dealing 
with infectious diseases -until latterly-it 
directed on two occasions a campaign of 
public vaccination during the prevalence 
of a small-pox epidemic. But’ in-these 
matters it has been handicapped, and has 
had to invoke the assistance of volunteers, 
ahd even in the case, of plague the nasist- 
ance of the Government Bacteriologist for 
the examinatiow of cases of suspected 
plague, or the Medical Offcer in charge 
ofthe Mortuary (for the examination of 
‘rats)—both members .of another Depart 
ment. Not many years ‘ago when the 
outbreak of cerebro- spinal meningitis 
oveurred, the Governinent had to call'in 
help from the»United States of America 
—the Rockefeller Institute, which kindly, 
lent the services of an expert. 

PROPOSED EXTENSIONS. 

iow: 1 propose that the powers of this 
‘Byard be extended so as. to have. under 
its contro! the dircction of public health 
of this Colony, in addition to the powers 
already entrusted to it. This means that 
the * following. Departments will come 
under its jurisdiction :—First, there is the 
port health work,’ including quarantine, 
disinfection of. ships, examination of 
coolies and the work now carried on’ by 
the Health “Officer on purely health 
work of the Port.

Next there is the water supply ‘of the 
Colony.

A bacteriological 
examination should be undertaken weekly 
or more often if necessary. I may say 
that-such examination requires more than 
two days, usually five’ days, sometimes 
two weeks and sometimes even. longer. 
1 may mention that the water supply of 
Zurich in Switzerland is‘ examined not 
once a day but several times a day, every 
day of the week, every week of the month 
and. ¢very month of-the year, and the 
waters in Zurich aro surely a Jittle above

DRAINAGE AND SEWERAGE.

It must be 
noted that a monthly examination of the

This, work 
is undertaken only now. and ogain, but 
there should be enough work found to 
keep such ‘officers in active employment 
throughout each week, =. 
_ ‘There should alec be a Cdlonial Veterin- 
ary. Surgeon and: assistant: The work in 
this sub-department has increased enor- 
mously, and for the proper inspection of 
meat, cattle, markets, ete, to-be carried 
out is beyond.one'man’s capacity.  " 
Details for the necessary staff of" Sani- 
tary Inspectors and other officers and, ser- 
yants might be left over, If the matter 
is considered by tho Government it will 
probably snake further. additions or sub-

HEALTH , RESEARCH LABORATORY.
